A new joint Canadian Pacific- 
Canadian National offer for the Al- 
berta-owned E.D, and B.C. railway, 
which, according to Premier Brown- 
lee, represents an improvement of ap- 
proximately $1,700,000 over the rail- 
way’s former bid was announced in 
the Alberta legislature. 

Under the new offer the two trans-

The original offer provided for pay- 
ment of a total of $17,420,000 and this 
figure* continues as. the basis for the 
offer.
